INSURANCE AGAINST DEATH 
OR INJURY IN AIR RAIDS 


LONDON, Aug. 30. 
EGINNING Monday, Brit- 
ons will be able to insure 
against death or injury 

from air raids with Lioyd’s at 
a cost of one shilling (20 cents) 
monthly for £50 ($201). 

The scheme, known as the 
“1000-to-1 air-raid insurance,” 
will cover any individual except 
members of the fighting serv- 
ices and auxiliary military serv- 
ices. Members of the Home 
Guard are eligible for insurance, 
though it will not cover them 
while on active duty. Members 
}of the air-raid precautions serv- 
ices will be covered whether on 
duty o: not. 


The insurance is on a coupon 
basis. Each coupon costs a 
shilling and provides the £50 of 
insurance for one month, pay- 
able in the event of death, the 
loss of the sight of both eyes, 
the loss of two limbs, or the 
loss of one eye and one limb. 
The loss of the sight of one eye 
only or of one limb will be com- 
pensated by half payment. Any 
one may buy as many coupons 
as he can pay for. 


GENERAL ELECTRC 
KRUPP INDICTED 
ON TRUST CHARGE 


U. S. Firm and Subsidiary 
Accused With German 
Arms Concern of Tool 
and Dies Combine. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 30 (AP).—In 
what Federal prosecutors termed 
the most important national de- 
fense indictment yet returned, a 
special United States grand jury 
today indicted the General Electric 
Co. and the Krupp Co. of Essen 
Germany, on charges of conspiracy 
to fix prices and restrain inter- 
state and foreign commerce in 


hard metal composition tools and 
dies, 

Named with General Electric and 
Krupp were Walter M. Stearns of 
Schenectady, manager of trade re- 
lations and special contracts for 
General Electric; the Carboloy Co. 
of Detroit, wholly owned subsidiary 
of General Electric; W. G. Rob- 
bins, president, and Zay Jefferies 
of Cleveland, chairman of Carboloy. 

The Government charged that the 
Krupp corporation, famous for 
many years as Germany’s chief 
source of war materials, held a veto 
power over the issuance of patent 
licenses to American firms in the 
manufacture of hard metal compo- 
sitions used in machine cutting 
tools. 

Rise From $48 to $205. 

* The alleged restraints, the in- 
dictment charged, were an out- 
growth of an agreement made in 
1928 and amended in 1936, whereby 
Krupp insisted that General Elec- 
tric fix prices and grant Krupp a 
veto power over any extension of 
the licensing privilege. 

Before the alleged agreement, 
Government officials said, tungsten 
carbide had been sold in the Unit- 
ed States by Krupp’s representa- 
tives for as little as $48 a pound. 
After the agreement, they asserted, 
the price was raised as high as 
$435 a pound and currently is sell- 
ing at $205. 

General Electric, Federal officials 
said, purchased for $1,100,000 the 
selling and other American rights 
of Krupp’s agents. The veto power, 
they asserted, was extended to 
Krupp in 1936 and, up to the pres- 
ent time, General Electric has ex- 
tended, through Carboloy, the li- 
cense privilege to only three Amer- 
ican firms. 

These hard metal compositions in- 
clude tungsten carbide, for which 
virtually every arsenal in the coun-

BERLIN, Aug. 30 (AP).—Ger- 
man sources asserted tonight that 
80 British planes had been de- 


stroyed in extensive Nazi air raids 
on airports in Southern England, 
especially in Hampshire. Twenty- 
one German planes were acknowl- 
edged to be missing. 

Violent air battles ensued, DNB, 
official German news agency, said 
in which the Nazi planes “again 
proved their distinct superiority.” 

Nazis said there were numerous 
“surprise raids” on Britain during 
the day, most of them on airports 
and other Royal Air Force facil- 
ities. 

Authorized sources said most of 
the British losses occurred in bat- 
tles over a flying field near Alder- 
shot, England’s great military 
training center. 

(London announced 
aircraft were destroyed 
mitted losing 10 planes.) 

New Raid on Liverpool. 

Great fires left raging in Liver- 
pool and Birkenhead, on the Mer- 
sey River, Britain's greatest center 
of west coast shipping, were re- 
ported by German sources after 
night air attacks directed chiefly at 
industrial plants and ports. 

The high command said _ the 
fires in the Liverpool-Birkenhead 
area showed the “success” of the 
night raids after limited reconnais- 
sance flights yesterday in which 
19 British planes were shot down 
in air battles and seven German 
planes lost. It was the second at- 
tack on Liverpool reported by the 
Germans in two nights. 

Industrial pjants at Felixtowe 
in Suffolk County, airplane plants 
at Weybridge, southwest of Lon- 
don, and Langley-South Wells, and 
port facilities at Dundee, Leith and 
Hartlepool also were subject to 
night attacks by fighter planes, it 
was reported. 

Text of Communique, 

The high command communique 
said: 

“The air forces’ activity yester- 
day was limited to armed recon- 
naissance, in the course of which 
several air fights developed over 
Southeastern England. 

“During the night of Aug. 29-30 
fighting plane units attacked sev- 
eral airports in the counties of 
Lincoln and Suffolk, industrial 
plants at Felixtowe, airplane plants 
at Weybridge and Langley-South 
Wells, and port facilities at Dun- 
dee, leith, Hartlepool and Liver- 
pool. 

“Extensive fires in the attacked 
regions, particularly in Liverpool 
port, showed the success of the 
raids. British ports again were 
mined. Last night British planes 
again dropped bombs on non-mili-

Fires Set in Ruhr Area. 

“In the Ruhr region several resi- 
dential sections were hit. These 
fires, however, were quickly 
quenched by air-protection squads. 
Other property damage was imma- 
terial. During the nocturnal flights 
into the Ruhr region two enemy 
planes were shot down by anti-air- 
craft, In the air fights during the 
day 19 enemy planes were bagged, 
six barrage balloons destroyed, 
seven of our own planes failed to 
return. 

“One submarine at night sank 
three enemy merchant ships total- 
ing 21,000 tons from a strongly 
protected convoy.” 

No British air raids on the cap- 
ital developed last night and Ber- 
liners, though warned by the press 
and authorities to prepare them- 
selves for repeated attacks on resi- 
denitial sections, slept undisturbed. 

The morning press was filled 
with bitter comment on the bomb- 
ing of a workers’ quarter early 
Thursday which killed 10 civilians. 
Adolf Hitler's Voelkischer Beo- 
bachter asserted the bombing was 
deliberate.

CAIRO, Aug. 30 (AP)—A Brit- 
ish official, the Governor-Gen- 
eral of Anglo-Egyptian Sudan, 
charged today that an Italian air- 
plane had machine gunned and 
bombed an isolated station in the 
British protected territory, killing 
two and wounding two other Amer- 


ican missionaries. 

The official said the attack was 
carried out despite the waving ol 
an American flag by the mission- 
aries, but no details were given as 
to the height from which the at- 
tack was delivered. 

The Governor’s report said that 
two Italian planes attacked Doro, 
an isolated station of the Sudan In- 
terior Mission, in Upper Nile Prov- 
ince about 55 miles southwest of 
Kurkuk, Aug. 23. 

At least 30 bombs were dropped 
and then the Italian flyers used 
their machineguns, the report said. 

Of the staff of five persons, it 
said, Dr. and Mrs, Robert Grieve 
were killed and the Rev. and Mrs. 
Kenneth Oglesby were wounded. 
All are Americans. 

A Miss Walsh, an Australian, es- 
caped injury. 

The Grieves were said to have 
run out of the mission station wav- 
ing a large American flag but that 
this failed to ward off the ma- 
chinegun attack by the Italians. 

Two natives of the Marwan tribe 
nearby also were wounded. 

The missionary station was de- 
scribed as “absolutely isolated with 
no sort of military objective in the 
vicinity.” 


The Rev. and Mrs. “glesby Are 
From Boonville, Mo. 

The Rev. and Mrs. Kenneth 
Oglesby are Baptist micsionaries 
from Boonville, Mo. They con- 
ducted missions in Ethiopia from 
1932 to 1938, when they were or- 
dered out after the Italian con- 
quest. They returned to Missouri 
in April, 1938, and went the follow- 
ing fall to Anglo-Egyptian Sudan 
to establish a mission near the 
Ethiopian border. , 

Dr. and Mrs. Grieve were former 
residents of Spokane, Wash., State 
Department records show. The 
Sudan Interior Mission has head- 
quarters in Brooklyn, N. Y.

MOSCOW CHARGES 
RUMANIANS WHT h 
PROVOCATIVE AUTS 


Demands ‘‘Early and Satis- 
factory Reply” to Two 
Protests Against ‘‘Fron- 
tier Violations.” 


MOSCOW, Aug. 30 (AP).—Rus- 
sia waited today for a demanded 
“early and satisfactory” reply to 
two protests filed with Rumania, 
charging Rumanian troops with 
“provocative actions” on the Rus- 
sian-Rumanian frontier and warn- 
ing of possible “grave” conse- 
quences of any future incidents. 

Tass, official Soviet news agen- 
cy, disclosed today the protests 
had been filed. Russia stated in 


a note of Aug. 19 that “firing upon 
Soviet frontier troops by Rumani- 
an troops could not be tolerated” 
and protested in a second note 
yesterday against “new hostile ac- 
tions” by Rumanian frontier 
troops and against “a number of 
cases of violation of the Soviet 
frontier by Rumanian military 
aircraft.” 

In some cases, Soviet frontier 
guards “were compelled to return 
the fire,” Tass said. The Russian 
protest of yesterday stated “the 
Soviet side as yet had had no cas- 
ualties, but should casualties oc- 
cur, matters would take a grave 
turn.” 


Maneuvers in West. 


The Russian army began ma- 
neuvers today in a region de- 
scribed as “the western special 
military district.” Red troops 
practiced offensive tactics under 
observation by Marshal Semen 
Timoshenko, Commissar of De- 
fense. (There was no indication 
that the “western” district was 
near the Rumanian border). 

Under theoretical enemy fire, the 
Russian forces marched 30 miles 
and crossed a river while artillery 
laid a smoke screen, aviation pro- 
vided protection and engineers 
built bridges in realistic opera- 
tions. 

The Russian navy also has begun 


maneuvers, with submarine flotil- 
las scouting theoretical enemy 
bases so as to permit the surface 
fleets to take the open sea for 
mock battle, Red Fleet, the navy’s 
organ, announced today. The locale 
was not disclosed. 

Despite these military and naval 
activities, some diplomatic sources 
attributed recent events on the Ru- 
manian border to nervousness and 
expressed the belief the situation 
was not grave. 

Only Four Reported Dead. 

It was reported here that four 
Rumanians were the only dead 
from these incidents on the frontier 
in Bucovina.

SAYS IT GAVE 
INTO THREAT 
OF INVASION 


Reports Nazi Warplanes 
Were Ready to Attack 
— Germany and Italy 
Guarantee New Borders, 
DNB Reports. 


VIENNA, Aug. 30 (AP).— 
Rumania, under pressure from 
Germany and Italy, surren- 
dered a large part of Transyl- 
vania to Hungary today. 

Rumania made clear it was 
capitulating to what it regard- 
ed as the Axis’ ultimatum that 
it cede much of its World War 
won province to Hungary or 
face immediate invasion by 
Hungary, supported by Ger- 
man war planes and armored 
columns. 

Thus Germany and Italy, in 
their chosen role of “creators 
of the new Europe,’”’ overnight 
made the long-haggling Balkan 
neighbors settle their dispute 
under a threat of force and, in 
the Nazi view, ended the last 
territorial conflict in Southeast 


Europe. 
The Vienna proceedings ended to- 
night with the signing of the proto- 


col by the four Foreign Ministers 
concerned. In it the Rumanian 
and Hungarian statesmen go on 
record on behalf of their govern- 
ments as expressly recognizing the 
award as a final settlement and 
they obligate themselves to carry 
out its provisions without reserva- 
tion. 

The seven-point arbitration award 
of the Axis Powers not only gave 
Hungary territory variously esti- 
mated at from 17,000 to 21,000 
square miles, out of the total of 
35,000 square miles in Transylvania, 
but also opened possibilities for ex- 
tensive changes of population. 

It attempted further to secure 
full citizenship rights for persons 
who, as a result of the award, will 
become naturalized subjects of a 
nation not of their birth. 

In return for the ceded territory 
Rumania received a German-Ital- 
ian guarantee of its reduced bor- 
ders, according to a DNB, official 
German news agency, announce- 
ment in Berlin, 

The Axis’ guarantee, it was said 
in Berlin, is meant for a general 
guarantee of Rumania’s borders— 
not only the frontier with Russia 
but also with Hungary and Bul-

CAIRO, Egypt, Aug. 30 (AP).— 
A “highly successful” attack by 
the South African air force that 
destroyed “severa! hundred” ma- 
chines in a large motor transport 
concentration at Mogadishu, Italian 
Somaliland, was announced tonight 
by the British air command. 

A communique said the raid was 
carried out yesterday in several 


waves and that when the last wave 
of the planes reached the target, 
dense black smoke was rising to 
a height of 3000 feet and fires had 
broken out in the center of the 
' depot. 

“It is estimated that several hun- 
dred vehicles were destroyed,” it 
said. 

An earlier announcement said 
British troops fought a “successful” 
action against Italians near the Su- 
dan desert outpost of Gallabat yes- 
terday and killed 10 of the enemy 
and wounded 15. 


Italians Report Attack on Malta, 
7 on Bombing of Troops. 

ROME, Aug. 30 (AP).—Renewed 
air bombardment of the British 
Mediterranean island naval base 
of Malta and bombing of British 
troop concentrations in Kenya 
Colony were reported today by the 
Italian high command. 


A band of native Italian Somali- 
lana troops was reported to have 
inflicted serious losses on British 
forces in a sudden attack toward 
Buna. 

The daily high command com- 
munique said: 

“The naval base of Mikabba in 
Malta was subjected to accurate 
bombing action by our air forma- 
tion. 

“Enemy pursuit planes which 
were in flight attempted to escape 
the action, not wishing to engage 
in combat with our escorting 
chaser planes. Our chasers, how- 
ever, succeeded in damaging three 
enemy planes. 

“In North Africa, military ware- 
houses and barracks and a rail- 
road platform at Mersa Matruh 
were bombed repeatedly and in- 
tensely in successive waves by our 
formation. Several hundred bombs 
were dropped on their objectives 
with accurate fire. 

“In East Africa, troop concen- 
trations and motorized columns 
were bombed by our planes at 
Arbo Elbhai and near Garissa in 
Kenya. The flying field at Buna 
also was bombed, with one plane 
destroyed on the ground and two 
others damaged. 

“Although some planes which 
took part in the above operations 
were hit, all returned to their 
bases with their crews uninjured. 

“Duvak bands carried out an at- 
tack in the direction of Buna. A 
British lorry was destroyed and 
heavy losses inflicted on _ the 
enemy. 

“British planes three times raid- 
ed Mogadiscio, killing two and in- 
juring six persons. The material 
damage was insignificant.” 

The newspaper I] Popolo di 
' Roma reported today in a  dis- 
patch from Athens that the Brit- 
ish oil pipe line from Iraq _ to 
Haifa, Palestine, had been closed 
as a result of Italian air bom- 
bardments of ports of British- 
mandated Palestine. 

It said the pipeline of Tripoli 
had been closed earlier.

Raid on London Area. 
Reports said at least six Nazi 


bombers were destroyed in the third 
raid on the London area alone, ap- 
parently while attempting to find 
and bomb a factory. 

About 20 bombers flew at a 
great height over one district in 
London, but a swarm of British 
fighters met them and split up the 
formation. 

Heaviest fighting occurred over 
a London suburb where hundreds 
of afternoon shoppers saw a force 
of British fighter planes pounce 
on a formation of more than 20 
raiders flying in the sun. The 
planes swirled and dived and looped 
in a virtual free-for-all as the for- 
mation broke up. Some of the Nazi 
planes dumped their bombs in their 
flight. 

A moment after the formation 
was broken up, one bomber was 
seen falling with two fighters 
swooping down on its tail. Two 
others crashed near where the first 
one fell. 


The sound of diving planes was 
followed by the explosion of bombs, 
indicating that some dive bombers 
got in their licks. 

Streets of the suburbs were 
crowded with shoppers when the 
bombs were dropped. Men and 
women who had gone out after the 
second warning ended, had to take 
shelter again. 


Nazis Strike Repeatedly. 


Repeatedly the raiders struck 
against the capital’s outlying de- 
fenses only to meet with firm re- 
sistance from British fighters and 
thundering anti-aircraft guns. 

The German attackers, who lost 
at least 19 planes in their first at- 
tempt to reach the London area, 
shifted their route for the second 
try. The day’s second alarm sound- 
ed about 3:30 p. m., but the all clear 
signal came six minutes later. 

During the first raid, battles 
raged from the outskirts of the 
London area all the way to the 
coast. 


In a communique issued after 
the second attempt, the Air Minis- 
try reported a “small proportion” 
of the raiders approached the Lon- 
don area, but were unsuccessful in 
efforts to bomb airports surround- 
ing the city. 

“Bombs were dropped indiscrimi- 
nately in districts of Kent and Sur- 
rey,” the communique said. “Slight 
damage is reported, and the num- 
ber of casualties is small, but in- 
cludes some killed.”

BRITISH EMBASSY 
RETURN TOLONDON

MOSCOW CHARGES 


Manchester. 


The attack on the northwest, one 
of the heaviest of the war, was 
coupled with others on the south- 
east, the Midlands and South Wales. 
Many persons were killed and in- 
jured in these assaults. 

A mother and two children were 
reported to have been killed at 
Manchester and a number of cot- 
tages wrecked. Rescue squads 
worked to get out a number of 
persons trapped in the wreckage. 

Six persons were reported to 
have been killed and many injured 
in another West Coast area. 


Manchester is one of the largest 
and most important industrial cit- 
ies of England. It has a popula- 
tion of 766,000 and is 31 miles east 
of Liverpool, to which it is con- 
nected by a large canal accommo- 
dating seagoing vessels. 

Heavy Fighting in Southeast. 

The daylight attacks followed 
a night and early morning in which 
Britain had a relative “breathing 
spell,” with London itself having 
only a “stand-by” warning. The 
most severe pre-dawn attacks were 
reported in northwest England. 

Some of the heaviest fighting 
during the half-hour before the 
new London raids was _ reported 
over the southeast, but combat 
took place at such great altitude 
it was impossible for ground ob- 
servers to follow its progress. At 
times as many as six dog fights 
were going on 25,000 and 30,000 
feet up in a cloudless sky. 

London traffic continued and 
was, if anything, heavier than nor- 
mal. Friday is London’s tradi- 
tional pay day, and banks were 
crowded. 

The raiders took full advantage 
of any clouds there were. Three 
Nazi planes which tried to take 
cover were followed by one Spit- 
fire fighter while two more waited 
outside. As soon as the three came 
out the two Spitfieres attacked 
them and the Germans headed for 
the coast. 

Two Killed by Night Raider. 

Last night London’s air raid si- 
rens were silent; anti-aircraft guns, 
except for those in one suburb, 
held their fire, and millions of Lon- 
doners had their first good night's 
sleep in nearly a week. 

Two persons were killed in a resi- 
dential section where two scream 
bombs fell. A resident of one Lon- 
don suburban di:trict said he was 
awakened by a “terrific explosion.” 
He added “everything seemed to 
sway as if in an earthquake.” 

“A lone raider had dropped its 
bomb and bolted,” he said. “Two 
houses were demolished, and other 
houses over a large area suffered 
some damage from the blast, which 
left a large crater.”

They insisted, however, that it 
has long been known to all Powers, 
including Soviet Russia, that Ger- 
many considers the Balkans its 
special sphere of influence whereas 
Russia, in its recent phase of ex- 
pansion, merely wanted the front- 
tiers of its former empire—that of 
the Czars—restored. 

These sources said that with the 
acquisition of Bessarabia this had 
been accomplished and the gain of 
Northern Bucovina had gone 
beyond this aim. 

The settlement, German Foreign 
Minister Joachim von Ribbentro, 
declared, solved the last territorial 
problem in the Balkans. 

It was believed the Hungarian 
occupation of the ceded part of 
Transylvania would take place si- 
multaneously with Bulgarian oc- 
cupation of Southern (Dobruja, 
on which negotiations recently 
were reported to have been con- 
cluded. 

7 Points of Award. 

The exact delineation of the Ru- 
manian-Hungarian frontier will be 
undertaken by a joint Rumanian- 
Hungarian Commission in accord- 
ance with a map drawn up by 
Von Ribbentrop and Italian For- 
eign Minister Count Galeozzo Ciano, 
DNB said. 

This statement was made in a 
communique issued by the news 
agency, which asserted that Ru- 
mania and Hungary requested 
Germany and Italy to arbitrate 
their differences and accepted the 
award in advance. 

The region ceded to Hungary, the 
second point of the award stated, 
must “be cleared of Rumanian 
troops within 14 days and handed 
over to Hungary in an orderly 
condition.” 

“The stages of the removals and 
occupation as well as other for- 
malities connected therewith must 
be determined 
Rumanian-Hungarian commission,’ 
it continued. 

“The Rumanian and Hungarian 
governments must see that the re- 
moval and occupation transpire in 
perfect order and quiet.” 

| Citizenship Provision. 
Resettlement and interchange of 
populations on a large scale is en- 
visaged in point three, which said: 

“All Rumanian subjects who to- 
day are residents of the area to be 
ceded by Rumania aequire Hun- 
garian citizenship without further 
formality. They are entitled, how- 
ever, within six months to opt for 
(select) Rumanian citizenship. 

“Persons who avail themselves of 
this right of option must leave 
Hungarian territory within the 
Space of one year and are to be 
taken over by Rumania. They may 
take movable property freely with 
them. They may also liquidate their 
immovable property until the time 
of their emigration and likewise 
may take the proceeds thereof with 
them. 

“In case the liquidation does not 
succeed, they must be compensated

Besides the imposition of a 20 to 
60 per cent excess profits tax, the 
House-approved bill would: 

1. Permit Government contractors

2. Suspend the present profit lim- 
itation on warship and aircraft con- 
tracts; 

3. Yield an estimated $300,000,000 
revenue in 1940 and $90,000,000 an- 
nually thereafter.

ACCUSED OF GIVING 
BRIBE TO MANTON 


Former St. Louis Showman 
Indicted—Loan to For- 
mer U. S. Judge for Ap- 
proving Deal Alleged. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 30 (AP).— 
George P. Skouras, part owner of 
the largest chain of independent 
motion picture theaters in the 
‘guntry, was indicted today by a 
Federal grand jury on a charge of 


conspiring to bribe former Judge 
Martin T. Manton of the United 
States Court of Appeals, now in 
prison. Manton is serving a two- 
year term for selling justice. 

The indictment accused Skouras 
and others of lending Manton $30.. 
000 in return for which the jurist 
allegedly approved sale of assets 
of Fox Theaters Corporation by the 
receiver to the Skouras chain. 

Indicted with Skouras were Har- 
vey B. Newins, the Ekouras Thea- 
ters Corp. and Ktima Corp. 

The defendants pleaded not guil- 
ty and were released in custody of 
counsel until later in the day, when 
bail was to be fixed. 

Skouras was accused by the Gov- 
ernment of obtaining for $155,000 
rights which would have yielded a 
profit of $1,500,000 to the Fox The- 
aters Corp. in 20 years. Newins 
was accused as acting as procurer 
for Manton of the alleged loans. 

Skouras’ attorneys, Arthur H. 
Schwartz of New York and George 
C. Vournas of Washifgton, issued a 
statement declaring Skouras was 
“innocent of this charge or any 
wrongdoing whatsoever.” They 
daid he had co-operated fully with 
the Government and had been ques 
tioned numerous times without 
claiming privilege or immunity. 

The main property mentioned is 
the Academy of Music, New York, 
for which Skouras had been paying 
Fox Realty Co. $175,000 a year on 
lease prior to the sale of the prop- 
erty, the Government said. 


‘Skouras and/Two Brothers Began 
Careers in St. Louis. « 


George P. Skouras and his broth- 
ers, Charles and Spyros Skouras, 
began their career as showmen in 
St. Louis 25 years ago with a Mar- 
ket street kickelodeon. They ac- 
quired control of a neighborhood 
chain of 30 theaters and interests 
in the Ambassador, Missouri and 
Grand Central houses. 

In 1928 they sold their St. Louis 
interests to Warner Brothers. The 
three Skouras brothers joined the 
Warner organization as salaried 
executives. In 1931 George and 
Spyros Skouras went into business 
for themselves. They operate a 
chain of motion picture houses in 
the West.

Commandant at Avia 
Plans to Take Over 


tion Center Discloses 
Jefferson Barracks 


for Air Corps Training. 


Allotment of $1,710,150 for con- 
struction of 160 additional] tempo- 
rary buildings at Scott Field, near 
Belleville, and plans for operation 
of Jefferson Barracks as an army 
air corps training station were 
announced today by Lieutenant- 
Colonel Wolcott P. Hayes, com- 
mandant at Scott Field. 

The allotment brings to about 
$8,800,000 the amount spent to 
equip Scott Field as the radio and 
communications school for the air 
corps. Within six months the per- 
sonnel at the field will be more 
than 8000. 

Specifications for the new build- 
ings will be completed in three or 
four days, bids will be requested 
in 15 days and construction is ex- 
pected to start within 30 days, 
said Capt. Robert A. Howard Jr., 
construction quartermaster. No 
contract will be accepted unless 
the work can be completed within 
90 days after award. 

Capt. Howard said that because 
of high labor costs the intital al- 
lotment probably would not be suf- 
ficient and an additional amount 
would be requested. 


NYA Maintenance Crews. 


It was announced also that 250 
National Youth Administration 
students would be housed in a new 
center to be constructed opposite 
the southwest corner of the field. 
They will be given non-military 
training, relieving the enlisted 
men from all maintenance work. 

Among the new buildings will be 
a radio school building 300 feet by 
300 feet, a bachelor officers’ dor- 
mitory to house 40 men, and a 
mess hall which will be one of 
the largest two in the army. 

Priority in the building program 
will be given to the radio school 
and mess hall. Plans for them are 
being drawn in Washington, be- 
cause they are not of a standard 
type. : 

The other buildings, which will 
be let under a single contract, are 
90 barracks, six administration 
buildings, 24 club rooms, one fire 
station, one guardhouse, two post 
exchanges, six recreational rooms, 
24 storehouses and -three ware- 
houses. It has not been deter- 
mined whether the recently ‘com- 
pleted central heating unit will 
have sufficient capacity to heat 
the additional buildings. 

Some WPA labor will be em- 
ployed, in addition to private con- 
struction workers. 

The N. Y. A. students, from 18 
to 25 years of age, will be housed 
in dormitories on the 5.7-acre site, 
which was purchased by the Belle 
ville Chamber of Commerce and 
leased to the Government for 10 


years. Eight or more buildings 
will be erected at a cost of $30,000, 
which is not included in the $1,710,- 
000 program. Construction will 
start Sept. 15 and the new center 
is expected to be in operation by 
Nov. 1. 

The students will be given uni- 
forms, and will work as clerks, 
cooks, truck drivers, painters, me- 
chanics, carpenters, electricians, 
plumbers, steamfitters and  store- 
keepers. They will be paid $30 a 
month, of which $18 is to be re- 
turned to cover living expenses, 


The maximum personnel of 8000 
is expected to be reached within 
six months. Included in the num- 
ber will be 4500 radio communica- 
ticn students. In the next 18 
months, 12,000 radio operators and 
mechanics are to be trained at 
Scott Field.

The CIO United Construction 
Workers’ union of Venice today 
abandoned its effort to get work 
for its members on the $8,000,000 
addition to the Union Electric Co. 
plant at Veuice. Members of the 
CIO union and a rival AFL labor- 
ers’ union engaged in a melee at 
the plant last week that resulted 
in injuries to five persons. 

. Leonard Schillar, president of 
the CIO local, said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter today that 
he “felt the organization wouldn't 


be able to get very far.” 

“If we could hive organized 
earlier and got a foothold,” he 
explained, “we might have had a 
chance.” 

He said the union would con- 
tinue to seek new members, but 
declared there would be no more 
picketing of the Union Electric 
plant. “If we went down there 
again,” he said, “we would proba- 
bly cause a lot of trouble. We 
don’t want any bloodshed, all we 
want is the right to work.” 

Efforts by union officers and 
Venice civic leaders to have CIO 
men placed on jobs at the plant 
had been fruitless, he said, but 
added that since the fight las* 
week about 20 Venice residents had 
received jobs. Five are employed 
as watchmen, and the rest with 
the AFL, Common Laborer’s union 
on permit cards. 

The CIO union at Venice, Local 
166, was formed after Venice la- 
borers seeking employment on the 
electric plant were refused admit- 
tance to the AFL laborers’ union, 
The fight between rival unions oc- 
curred when CIO men set up @ 
picket line to bar AFL men, and 
were later driven off by AFL re 
inforcements. 

A Federal grand jury at East St. 
Louis will investigate another phase 
of the rivalry between East Side 
CIO and AFL unions—the beating 
of four CIO construction workers 
at Belleville last Thursday by AFL 
men objecting to erection of a pre- 
fabricated house. In another out- 
break, last July, four CIO construc-

Draft Quota Plans; States to Get 
Credit for Men Already in Service 


If Law Is Passed, Number of Volunteers From

WASHINGTON, Aug. 30 (AP).— 
The first draft of 400,000 men, if 
the selective service bill becomes 
law, will fall most heavily on com- 
munities which have supplied the 
smallest number of voluntary en- 
listments, War Department  of- 
ficials said today. 

When state quotas are prepared 
in Washington, credit will be giv- 
en each state for the men it al- 
ready has in the Army, Navy, Ma- 
rine Corps or National Guard, of- 
ficials said, and within each state 
the credit will be extended to cities 
ar.1 counties.

Asserts That Republican

DES MOINES, Ia. Aug. 30 
(AP).—The national :ampaign had | 
an “appeasement issue” today aft- 
‘ed Henry A. Wallace, Democratic 
vice-presidential nominee, said a 
Republican victory in the election 
would result in “one economic con- 
cession after another” by the | 
United States to the totalitarian | 
countries. | 

In a speech formally accepting | 
the nomination last night before 
a crowd estimated by police at 
7000, Wallace said: | 

“Powerful elements in our oppo-| 
sition will, if the Republicans | 
come into power, force us to make 
one economic concession after an- 
other to the totalitarian countries. 

“These appeasers will have their 
way if the Republicans win, be- 
cause théy will have contributed 
largely, both politically and finan- 
cially, to the Republican cause. 
These people believe the Repub- 
licans in power would give them | 
profitable business with a  Ger-| 
man-controlled Europe at the eéar-| 
liest possible moment.” 

Addressing fellow townsmen, 
Iowans and farm delegations from 
several other Midwestern states, 
Wallace was applauded when he 
expressed belief that the American 
people would not “turn their 
backs on the man that Hitler 
wants to see defeated.” 

Introductory Praise. 
In an address notifying Wal- 
‘lace of his nomination, Repre- 
sentative Marvin Jones (Dem.), 
Texas, praised him as “a magnifi- 
cent tribute to the manhood of the 
West and a worthy running mate | 
for Franklin D. Roosevelt.” | 
In another brief talk, Edward | 
J. Flynn of New York, Democratic 
National Chairman, said: | 
“This man Wallace must be) 
good, since even his political op- | 
ponents say he is and promise to | 
continue, even if they beat him in 
the election, the program he has;

Speech in Part. | 
The following is a partial text of | 
the Wallace speech. 
“Mr. Chairman and ladies and 
gentlemen: 

“You are officially conferring on 
me tonight the greatest honor of 
my life. The office of Vice-Presi- 
dent under the Constitution serves 
in a unique way as a link between 
the executive and legislative 
branches of our government... . 

“For nearly eight years President 
Roosevelt has battled for democ- 
racy and freedom, for their preser- 
vation at home and abroad. 

“Both Germany and the United | 
States were shaken to the depths by | 
the crisis of 1932. Germany met, 
that crisis with dictatorship and 
Hitler. The United States met it 
wih democracy and Roosevelt. 

“Hitler believed in government 
by a band of Nazi overlords, with 
Hitler himself as the dictator at 
the top. Roosevelt believed in gov- 
ernment by the people and for the 


people. 
Status of Workers. 

“Hitler believed in reducing the 
status of working men and women 
to that of serfs. Roosevelt believed 
in putting the common man first— 
improving his wages and working 
conditions and upholding in law 
the right of collective bargaining. 

“Hitler believed in dominating 
both individuals and nations by 
force. Roosevelt believed in the 
good neighbor policy; among indi- 
viduals and among nations. 

“Hitler believed in_war—through 
preparedness. Roosevelt believed 
in peace through preparedness. 

“Hitler believed in barter deals, 
so as to fight his economic war 
preliminary to military war. Roose- 
velt believed in freer world trade 
and a higher standard of living for 
all nations. 

“Hitler believed that all freedom 
must be crushed. Roosevelt be- 
lieved in freedom of speech, press 
and religion—which we in America 
hold dearer than life itself. 

“Adolf Hitler was the implacable 
enemy of all democracy. Franklin 
Roosevelt was its eager servant 
and faithful defender before the 
whole world.

“Time after time the President | 
ivoiced the broadest possible warn-| 
ings to the public in an effort to 
stir our people from their slumber. 
For these efforts he was charged 
with being a war-monger. But the 
President kept on telling the truth 
as he saw it, and events have 
proved both the sincerity of his| 
warnings and the accuracy of his 
judgment. 

“Roosevelt has _ striven with 
greater vigor than any other Presi- 
dent to build international good 
jwill, international trade and a 
jhigher standard of living. In these 
efforts Adolf Hitler was stumbling 
block No. 1. 
| “Roosevelt's task was rendered 
difficult enough by the opposition 
of Hitler abroad. But his handi- 
caps were multiplied by a continu- 
ous and bitter partisan opposition 
at home.

Pros in Top Condition. 

There were some who believed 
the number of 29 and 30 year old 
football men on Green Bay might 
hurt its chance for victory. A foot- 
ball man is old at 29 and his legs 
lose the spring and speed of young- 
er days.

CROMWELL FAVORS

U. S. Can Be of Most Use to 
British Cause by- Preserving

Embassy’s Protest Says Dies 
Committee Made Charge 
Without Evidence. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 30 (AP).— 
The Dies Committee made public 
today a protest from the German 
Embassy accusing the committee 
of having unjustifiably branded Dr. 
Colin Ross, German writer and 
lecturer, a Nazi spy. 

The protest was committed to 
the committee by the State De- 
partment, together with a detailed 
statement from Ross denying the 
committee's allegations. 

Committee attaches said a reply 
was being drafted, based on evi- 
dence in the committee's hands. 

The Embassy's letter asserted 
that in a Dies Committee's report, 
“with entire lack of evidence, a 
widely recognized and respected 
German writer is unjustifiably ac- 
cused and thus personally as well 
as publicly gravely discredited.” 


Ross’ statement asserted he was 
willing to submit to any kind of

AN ODOR OF FASCISM. 

Since the whole first part of Henry Wallace’s ac- 
ceptance speech is based on.a comparison of the 
merits of Franklin Roosevelt with the demerits of 
Adolf Hitler, we gather that the contestants in the 
presidential election are not Franklin Roosevelt, 
Democrat, vs. Wendell Willkie, Republican, but 
Franklin Roosevelt, the Indispensable Man, vs. Adolf 
Hitler, the Despoiler of Europe. 

This would be smart politics if Wallace could make 
it stick because Hitler cannot carry a precinct in the 
United States. Fortunately there are, however, many 
millions of Americans, both Democratic and Repub- 
lican. who must resent the assumption on Wallace's 
part that his leader and his party are the sole re- 
positories, not only of wisdom, far-sightedness and 
ability to carry on the Government at this time, but 
also the repositories of patriotism. 

We do not doubt that the Republican party will 
challenge hotly many passages in Wallace’s speech 
which go far beyond the usual extremes of partisan- 
ship in an election year. In these passages, the Dem- 
ocratic Vice-Presidential candidate, who loves to 
throw Australian boomerangs in his spare time, 
tosses some unsupported statements which may re- 
turn as his boomerangs do. 

Far outside the limits of fair play is Wallace’s 
statement that “when Roosevelt tried to adjust the 
internal affairs of the United States to a sick world, 
they (the Republicans) fought him at home as Hitler 
fought him abroad.” And he attributes the actions 
of the Republicans to blind stupidity and rank par- 
tisanship. In a general and expansive moment, how- 
ever, he absolves the Republicans of some of the 
blame for opposing the administration and pins it 
on “the agents of Hitler in this country.” If this 
is not mere campaign rhetoric and if it has a factual 
basis. J. Edgar Hoover, head G-man, who is charged 
with running down fifth column activities, should be 
informed immediately. 

In addition to linking Republican opposition to 
New Deal measures with Hitler’s activities in Eu- 
rope, Wallace attempts without producing any evi- 
dence to attribute to Republicans the policy of Neville 
Chamberlain appeasement. 

Mr. Wallace says further: “I do not wish to imply 
that Republican leaders are willfully and consciously 
giving aid and comfort to Hitler.” This statement 
contains the most vicious kind of innuendo. He 
adds: “But I want to emphasize that replacement 
of Roosevelt, even if it were by the most patriotic 
leadership that could be found, would cause Hitler to 
rejoice.” Does that mean that there is a flaw in 
the patriotism of the Republican leadership? -And 
since when has this country become so craven that 
it will permit itself to be controlled in its choice of 
a President by the likes and dislikes of a foreign 
ruler? . 

Mr. Wallace renews the myth, assiduously cultivat- 
ed by the President himself, that he was one of the 
few persons, “one in a million,” who realized a 
long time ago that Hitler represented a threat to 
free institutions everywhere. That the President was 
fully alive to the Hitler threat goes without saying, 
but someone should challenge the assumption that 
he had a monopoly or near-monopoly on this point of 
view. There are thousands of documents that prove 
otherwise. 

But since the President was so keen a prophet, 
why did he not take more effective steps to place the 
country in a state of preparedness? Mr. Wallace 
shows how pitifully the administration has failed 
in this regard by saying that “we now have nearly 
twice as many airplanes as in 1933.” Nearly twice 
as many! He did not give the exact figures for 
they would show that, even if our air force is double 
what it was then, it is still microscopic as compared 
with the air fleets of other Powers. Moreover, as 
Gen. Arnold pointed out, it would be suicide to send 
into modern battle 300 of our B-18 bombers, while 
our much-publicized flying fortresses have three vital 
defects. 

Our airplane building capacity—in this country of 
mass production genius—is only 10,000 a year now, 
will be 13,000 to 14,000 a year by next January 
and will not, according to the President, reach the 
capacity of Germany—36,000—until the year 1942. 
If Mr. Wallace insists upon boasting of the achieve- 
ments of the administration, prudence should cause 
him to soft-pedal the state of our preparedness. 

There are certain passages in Mr. Wallace’s speech 
that sound dangerously like &@ tendency to Fascism. 
Consider, for example, the following: ‘The fact that 
our presidential campaign and election come now is 
most welcome to the dictators. They hope to get rid 
of the unyielding Roosevelt. They know that a po- 
litical campaign is distracting to our people. And 
they know that in the many months that would 
elapse before a new administration could act effec- 
tively, they might have their chance.” 

Is this not to say, in effect, that it is unfortunate 
that the United States is having an election this year? 
Is it not to say further in effect that it would be bet- 
ter if we had no election at all, because it is. “dis- 
tracting to our people,” and that we should have 
thrown this democratic process into the ashcan and 
let Roosevelt carry on? Just as Wallace owes his 
nomination for Vice-President to the fact that Roose- 
velt threw the free convention system into the ashcan 
in Chicago last month. Is it not to say to the people 
that, if they do not do as Wallace says and elect 
Roosevelt again, the country is in mortal danger? 

Mr. Wallace’s speech pays tribute to the blessings 
of democracy, but in this passage he almost seems to 
be deploring the fact that ole democracy is function- 
ing in a presidential campaign. Moreover, through- 
out the speech he plays upon the fears of the people 
as though he hopes to cause them, in sheer panic, to 
stampede for Roosevelt as the only man in whom, 
according to the Wallace version, they can place their 
safety. 

In short, the Wallace speech is one of the clever- 
est, most deceptive and most powerful campaign doc- 
uments that has yet appeared, and therefore badly 
needs the closest analysis and the most effective sort 
of reply. When partisans claim a copyright on pa- 
triotism, it is time for all patriots to protest.

THE FIRST DEFENSE MILLIONAIRE? 

President Roosevelt said in his speech announc- 
ing the defense program last June that he hoped 
rearmament would make not one new millionaire. 
It now appears not only that this hope is doomed 
to frustration but that the first man under the tape 
may be the secretary of the Democratic National 
Committee. 

According to a story from Washington yesterday, 
the engineering firm of Lawrence Wood Robert Jr., 


the party secretary, has received fees totaling $931,560 | 


on navy contracts for engineering service since June, 
1939. 

‘The firm of the dapper Georgian received one fee 
of $450,000 last month for engineering on a $13,000,- 
000 contract for aviation facilities at Corpus Christi, 
Tex. None of the awards to Robert & Co., as the firm 
is titled, was made on the basis of competitive bids. 

When a large volume of contracts goes without 
competitive bidding to a highly placed party official, 
the public is rightfully suspicious. Here in Missouri, 
it makes us think of Boss Pendergast’s ill-famed 
Ready-Mix Concrete Co. 

Commenting on the Robert disclosure, Senator 
Bridges referred to “Mr. Roosevelt’s acute sensibili- 
ties on the subject of political morality.” Unfor- 
tunately, there are things in the President’s record 
which justify this heavy irony. 

To mention only one, there is his failure to curb 
Son James’ proclivities to cash in on his father’s 
position. In the moral spectrum, it is hard to dis- 
tinguish between “Chip” Robert’s drumming up 
trade for his engineering firm and James Roosevelt's 
collecting large fees for writing insurance for firms 
such as the National Distillers Corp., the Associated 
Gas & Electric Co., the Columbia Broadcasting Co. 
and various other corporations which have favors to 
ask of the Government regulatory agencies. 

An even clearer case is his writing insurance on 
Federal cotton shipped to China by the RFC, or his 
taking a job with Samuel Goldwyn at $50,000 a year 
when Golfiwyn and other movie executives were un- 
der Federal indictment. ‘ 

As for Mr. Robert, he should, of course, be ousted 
as secretary of the Democratic party. He never 
should have had the post in the first place. In South- 
ern business and political circles, he is a Bourbon 
of Bourbons and never had anything in common 
with the forward-looking members of the New Deal. 

The chances of our carrying through the gigantic 


rearmament program without a major scandal will | 


be vastly improved if all the gentry who seek profit 
by combining business and politics are sent packing 
from the national capital.

EXTREMELY VALUABLE TO NAVY. 
From the Chicago Daily News. 

HE bases in the Atlantic and the Pacific 

that we may acquire from _ Britain, 
whether by lease or purchase, cannot but 
be extremely valuable to our navy. 

In both oceans, our fleet is our first line 
of defense. Its function is not merely to 
prevent an actual landing by the enemy, but 
also to keep the enemy as far away as pos- 
sible from our shores. Without a base some- 
where near the area of operations, a fleet 
cannot operate. 

Today, if Britain goes under, either we 
are going to take the strategic points and 
islands on which Atlantic control depends, 
or Hitler is. If we can get at least a 
few of them from Britain in advance, that 
will be better yet. 


“KEEP PROPOSALS SEPARATE.” 
From the Milwaukee Journal. 

OME observers were quick to see a con- 

nection between the conversations for de- 
fense bases and the proposed sale of 50 
destroyers to Great Britain. 

These are separate questions, one having 
to do with hemisphere protection and the 
other with our participation in the war in 
Europe. We must decide them separately. 

The time to acquire such air and naval 
bases in the Caribbean is now, while there 
is still opportunity to discuss the matter 
with Great Britain, which owns the islands. 


BASES IN TERMS OF TONNAGE. 
From the Richmond Times-Dispatch. 

HE value of additional naval bases in 

the West Indies and Canada, would be 
very great. Brigadier-General George Rich- 
ards of the Marine Corps, retired, has said: 

“The fleet of today is different from that 
of a century or more ago; the motive power 
is not sails—it is steam. The naval base 
provides the fleet with adequate refueling 
and repair facilities. Let us suppose that 
a European enemy is to endeavor to in- 
tercept American coast trade. He proposes 
to maintain constantly on our trade route 
at least two cruisers. He must operate, how- 
ever, from a base on European shores. Un- 
der these conditions, at least 12 cruisers 
of 7056 tonnage each, possessing a cruising 
radius of about 10,000 miles, must be 
assigned to this operation. Twelve of such 
cruisers represent 84,672 tons in tormnage. 
“But let that enemy seize Bermuda for a 

naval base. Then that enemy can maintain 
his two cruisers off our coast by assigning 
but three like cruisers, a total of 21,168 tons 
in tonnage, for that operation. That naval 
base is equivalent to 63,504 tons.” 


MR. CHURCHILL OFFERS LEASES. 
From the Chicago Daily Tribune, 


f leasing arrangement is not the one 
which has been urged upon indifferent 
American governments for many years. The 
formula America has applied to this prob- 
lem heretofore has been to extinguish Eu- 
ropean claims by purchase and in extinguish- 
ing claims to cut away all the ties which 
bound the possessions to European destinies. 

If we are obliged to defend the foreign 
owned islands and to preveft their transfer, 
it is best for the American navy and air 
force to create the military bases on them 
as rapidly as possible We can’t blink at 
the plain truth of the matter. If we do this 
by taking leases, allowing sovereignty to re- 
main as it is, we are assuming the defense 
of possession of a nation engaged in the 


‘struggle for its life. We shall then have tak- 


en over the property of a belligerent and 
to that extent have become a part of its 
world defense system. 

Mr. Churchill, seeing the advantages his 
country gains, offers the United States an 
arrangement which preserves everything a 
Britisher would want preserved and gains 


an ally committed to the defense of a part 
of the British realm. 

Our government, since it is having these 
possessions forced upon its attention, might 
contemplate the fact that what the British 
will propose deals with only part of the 
question. The French, Dutch and Danish 
territories in this hemisphere can be re- 
garded even now as the spoils of war which 
have fallen into the hands of Nazi Germany. 
What of them? 


PROBLEM OF WHOLE HEMISPHERE. 
From the Washington Post, 


HE administration’s efforts to strengthen 

our strategic position are a logical se 
quence to the Havana Conference. All the 
American republics are in agreement that 
British, French and Dutch possessions in 
this hemisphere must not be transferred 
to a non-American power. Likewise they 
are united in a policy of hemispheric de- 
fense. That policy imposes heavy responsi- 
bilities on the United States as the strongest 
power in the group. 

To play its part effectively the United 
States must have adequate naval and 
air bases from which to operate. Nor should 
negotiations for the establishment of such 
bases be limited to Great Britain and 
Canada. Close co-operation with the Latin 
American republics in defense of the en- 
tire hemisphere calls for well defined rights 
for use of South American bases when 
and if a threat of invasion arises. 


BUY INSTEAD OF LEASE. 
From the Boston Evening Transcript. 


F the United States acquires British co- 

lonial territory in Newfoundland, Bermu- 
da and the West Indies for naval and air 
bases, she should do so by outright pur- 
chase rather than by a 99-year lease. 

It would seem only fair for the Presi- 
dent to take the people into his confidence 
on a matter of such importance to their 
future welfare. Surely a majority of the 
people believe firmly that the acquisition 
of naval and air bases in the Caribbean, 
for proper protection of the Panama Cana! 
is a logical step in the national defense 
program. But the people are entitled to 
know what the United States will pay and 
what we will get in return. 

The United States wants a clear and un- 
disputed title to these bases. If they were 
merely leased they would still belong to 
Great Britain. Nobody can tell what com- 
plications might arise from such a situa- 
tion. What, for example, would happen if 
Germany conquered England? 

Would Adolf Hitler be likely to recognize 
a lease signed by Britain? Let the United 
States buy the bases it needs and then stand 
ready to defend them as her own. 


LET’S GET THE TITLE FIRST. 
From the New York Daily News. 
HERE is no doubt that we need, and can 
immediately use, the bases the British 
are now offering to us. Newfoundland, for 
example, has plenty of deep harbors for 
anchorage, plus good airport facilities al- 
ready being used for war purposes.

“In November we decide which 
way America goes,” he asserted, 
“whether: toward dictatorship or 
return to the time-honored and 
time-tried American system of pri- 
vate enterprise and constitutional 
law. 

“This is the big national issue. 
_It centers around the person of 
Franklin Delano Roosevelt. Most 
of the present ills of this country 
are of his making, most of the dan- 
gers that now confront the country 
are of his making. He is the New 
Deal with all of its follies and its 
costly, foolish and insane experi- 
ments.” 

Davis said he believed that if 
Roosevelt were re-elected “he will 
deem it a mandate by the people 
authorizing him to carry out his 
own wishes, and in that event this 
country will enter the present war 
within 90 days after Mr. Roosevelt 
is inaugurated.” © 

Dangers Facing U. §. 

After expressing his own opposi- 
tion to war, Davis asserted that if 
war “is thrust upon us” there would 
be two dangers. 

“First: We are not prepared,” he 
said) because Mr. Roosevelt and 
his army of tax eaters have spent 
60 billions dollars on “thousands of 
boondoggling projects” while “if 
just a reasonable amount of this 
had been spent-on an adequate na- 
tional defense, there would be no 
need now to fear all of the nations 
of Europe combined.” 

The second danger, he said, “our 
real danger, is not from abroad— 
it comes from within.” 

“In Europe the ‘fifth columnists’ 
work in disguise. In America they 
are given governmental jobs. These 
governmental employes harbor and 
spread Communistic purposes and 
call them liberal. They are more 
dangerous than Hitler-heiling Na- 
zis. They despite the American 
system of society and government 
and liberty, and openly declare 
their hatred for them. They be- 
lieve the Constitution is outmoded 
and must be destroyed, the Ameri- 
can form of government  over- 
thrown and a Communistic dicta- 
torship established.” 

He named a number of Federal 
officials and charged them with 
Communistic associations and ac- 
tivities. 

Attacks St. Louis Machine. 

Turning to State issues, Davis 
said: 

“It must not bé forgotten that 
the Pendergast machine is _ still 
powerful. In St. Louis another 
powerful and corrupt political ma- 
chine is reaching out for control 
of our State government. These 
two machines are closely allied 
together. They are flush with 
their recent victory in the Demo- 
cratic primary. These machines 
are the backbone of Roosevelt's 
strength in Missour‘.” 

Truman’s nomination, Davis con- 
tinued is a “manifestation of ma- 
chine strength in Missouri,” add- 
ing that “of all the rubber stamps 
in Congress, Mr. Truman was the 
ideal one for the man in the White 
House.” 

Reviewing his own political ca- 
reer, Davis said that after his re- 
turn from the World War and law 
achool, “my ex-service friends en- 
listed me” as one “of a small 
group to fight the growing ‘politi- 
cal power in Kansas City of one 
Thomas J. Pendergast.” 

He recalled that he led a suc- 
cessful fight in the State Senate 
to prevent city control of the Kan- 
sas City Police Department in 
1929, “but a year later, the ma- 
chine finally won” through what 
he termed “a political decision” 
by the State Supreme Court.

Boys’ Club Started in Shack 
Now Has Building of ItsOwn 


Youngsters Who, in 1924, Occupied Vacant 
Lot, to Have Grand Opening of New 
Quarters Tomorrow. 


A dozen small boys living in the 
neighborhood just north of down- 
town St. Louis got together back 
in 1924 and decided they needed a 
clubhouse. They formed the In- 
dependent Pleasure Clb, levied 
dues of 10 cents a week, and built 
a shack with borrowed materials 
on a borrowed lot at 1113 North 
Ninth street. 
Tomorrow night those same boys 
plus two dozen other members will 
celebrate the grand opening of 
their new clubhouse, a remodeled 
Synagogue at 1123 North Eleventh 
street. When completed, it will 
have a rathskeller, gymnasium 
equipment, shower baths, club 
rooms and an auditorium. 
The first I. P. C. members care- 
fully husbanded their dues, aug- 
mented with a l1-cent fine for 
swearing that produced a steady 
income from some of the more flu- 
ent members. In 1927, with a treas- 
ury swelled to $27, they rented a 
rear room in a nearby building for 
$7 a month and increased dues to 
25 cents a week, which they have 
been ever since. , 
They were one of the four char- 
ter clubs in the Federation of 
Young Men’s Clubs sponsored by 
the Neighborhood Association, 
which now includes 21 clubs with 
550 members. The I. P. C. played 
softball, soccer and other games 
with other neighborhood clubs, and 
began to invite speakers on eco- 
nomics, social problems and voca- 
tional selection to their weekly 
meetings. 

Priest As Helper. 
When the Rev. Carl Poelker was 
assignged to Our Lady Help of 
Christians Church at Tenth and 
Wash streets five years ago, he 
took an active interest in the I. P. 
C., organizing a junior division for 
boys of 16 to 20. More recently a 
woman's auxiliary has been formed, 
and a junior auxiliary is planned. 
Although Father Poelker has 
moved out of the parish to become 
a teacher at the Cathedral Latin 
School, he still serves as adviser 


to both clubs and wielded brooms 
and mops with the best of them 
while the remodeling was in prog- 
ress. 


The club paid $2700 for the build- 
ing and spent about $4000 on the 
remodeling, most of which has been 
done by the members. They rewired 
the building, installed plumbing, 
put hardwood floors in the audi- 
torium and club rooms, built their 
own bar and applied paint liberally. 
They are still busy deepening the 
basement for the rathskeller, which 
is temporarily located on the first 
floor. 

They had $2200 when they 
bought the building, and borrowed 
the rest from members and friends. 
The Junior I. P. C. chipped in $300 
they had raised. 

Semiannual Dances. 

They expect to repay the loans 
eventually, raising most of the 
money through their semiannual 
dances. They sell about 1000 tick- 
ets to these parties at $1.50 for 


two, which entitles the participants 
to all the food, beer, soda and set- 
ups they can consume. 

An additional] income will be ob- 
tained by renting their building to 
other organizations. This rental 
scale is posted in the kitchen.

involved is fresh peaches. In the 
case of these peach coffee cake 
rolls, the peaches are sweetened, 
chopped and rolled up in the dough. 
The yeast dough produces a light, 
firm texture that you want in a 
good coffee cake, and by making 
the dough up the day before and 
keeping it in the refrigerator over- 
night, you can have your coffee 
cake fresh baked for Saturday 
night dinner without too much work 
that afternoon. 


Peach Coffee Cake Rolls. 


One cup boiling water, one-fourth 
cup sugar, two teaspoons salt, two 
tablespoons shortening, on@ cake 
compressed yeast, one-fourth cup 
lukewarm water, one teaspoon sug- 
ar, one egg, well beaten; about four 
cups flour; one pound peaches. 


Combine boiling water, sugar, 
salt and shortening and set aside 
until lukewarm. Crumble yeast into 
the one-fourth cup water and add 
the one teaspoon sugar. When the 
first mixture is lukewarm, stir in 
beaten egg and yeast mixture. Mix 
in three cups flour; beat until 
smooth. Cover and set aside; let 
rise until double in bulk. Place 
on well-floured board and knead in 
the remaining cup of flour. Place 
in a buttered bowl and let rise to 
double in bulk again. Place on 
lightly floured board and knead 
just a little. Roll out with rolling 
pin. Peel and cut peaches in small 
pieces and add two tablespoons 
sugar. Sprinkle this mixture over

In connection with the cam 
to treat cancer, I have also an 
announcement from the Uni 
of Pennsylvania regarding the 
much publicized cyclotron, ag , 
weapon in the treatment ot cancer 
The medical department of the uni 
versity is installing a cyclotrog 
which will be used for cancer re 
search. 

By means of conditioning atoms 
of heavy hydrogen so that 
electrons are torn from the atom 
and deflected in a steady stream 
that they can bombard varicill 
chemicals, rendering them radio 
active, these can be administered 
to patients. 

Besides that the cyclotron can 
be adapted to another method of 
treating cancer which is the dj. 
rect appliction to the patient of 
a beam of neutrons, produced by 
placing in the target chamber at 
the end of the projector a plate of 
berylium from which the neutrons 
are released by the bombardment 
stream directly into the malignant 
tissue. 

The cyclotron at the University 
of California is used for treat. 
ment purposes only two days a 
week, owing to the demands of 
various fields of physical research, 
and those interested in the possi. 
bilities of the cyclotron are ye 
happy that the University 
Pennsylvania equipment will be 
available for more extensive trials. 

The University of Pennsylvania 
equipment will furnish energy 
equivalent to 200 pounds of rm 
dium—which is tremendous, con 
sidering that in the world there 
are today less than two pounds of 
purified radium. Radium is worth 
about $10,000,000 a pound.

It will be observed that the bid- 
ding was rather vigorous on the 
part of both North and South. The 
latter’s hand was far from strong 
in honor tricks, hence his aggres- 
siveness was based largely on good 
distribution. His three spade bid, 
however, was more defensive than 
offensive. He was merely looking 
for a “cheap” way to overcall the 
three heart bid by West which, if 
permitted to stand, would undoubt- 
edly give East-West a good match 
point-score. 

North missed his cue when he 
raised the three spade bid to game. 
He should easily have read South's 
spade suit as only four long, and 
three trumps, even the K-10-5, were 
not enough support for a short suit, 
Obviously, North concurred with 
this view after West doubled, and 
ran to what seemed a safer spot, 
five clubs. (South's bidding had 
virtually announced six clubs and 
four spades.) 

West led the heart king and fol- 
lowed up with the ace. Declarer 
ruffed and returned the diamond 
jack. When West covered, he was 
permitted to hold the trick, de 


clarer wanting to retain a  dia- 
mond for communication pur- 
poses. At this point a spade re- 


turn by West would eventually have 
proved embarrassing to declarer, 
but that lead was not attractive, 
from West's point of view, so he de- 
cided in favor of the diamond ten. 
Dummy’'s ace won and declarer 
then carefully ruffed a third round 
of diamonds with the nine of clubs, 
East got rid of a spade on the 
trick, but to no avail. Declarer 
now took the spade finesse to dum- 
my’s ten, then led the club queen, 
and when East properly ducked, 
took pains to hold the lead in dum- 
my by playing his ten spot under 
the queen. Hence, on the following 
lead of the club eight, East again 
ducking, declarer could “stay un- 
der” with the club seven. 

Now it was a simple matter to 
take the rest of the tricks. Declar- 
er simply ran dummy’s diamonds, 
waiting for East to ruff. Obvious- 
ly, East was helpless. If he did 
ruff, declarer would over-ruff, pick 
up his last» trump, then return to 
dummy via the spade king for more 
diamond tricks. On East's actual 
refusal to ruff the diamonds, de- 
clarer kept on discarding spades, 
and at the twelfth trick, East was 
down to the K-6 of clubs while de- 
clarer sat over him with the A-J. 
Thus, by careful handling, declarer 
shut out East's apparent club trick 
and fulfilled his contract.
